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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-2, 4-10, 11-12, 14-17 and 19-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1,11 and 16, the prior art alone or in combination does 
not teach the limitation of a primary/secondary surge protector comprising: a tip and ring 
conductive traces defining fusible links which are opened when an excessive current is 
passed there-through, wherein each of said tip and ring conductive traces has a first 
wider section, a second narrow section, and a third wider section, the second narrow 
section being interconnected between the first and third wider sections.
